As it was, 
with a few scattering and noteworthy exceptions, 
only the counties of Cumberland and Kennebec were 


represented at all in thls department, while the horse |

almost equally limited. Now that the annual fairs of | 


the Seciety have been resumed under such encourag- 
ing auspices, we shall expect to see a marked improve- 
ment in these respects in the future exhibitions of the

Indian Corn. 





After all oar talk about farming in New England, 
there is me sight so pretty as the bin full of long ears 
of yellow corm. It almost involuntarily makes us feel 
as thoagh we could tell a man’s standing in society by 
the locks of his corn after harvesting. 

Cora seems to act as a great lever in all the affairs 
of the farm. It furnishes the loaf of brown bread so

| monsters of stoves are not healthy, they burn out or 
eat up if we may so term it, the health giving ele- 

| ments of the air in the room, and to that extent ren- 

i der it unfit and injurious for respiration. They are 

{especially undesirable and injurious in the sleeping 
room. Modern fashion or usege puts us into sleep- 
ing rooms close, tightly finished, to keep out almost 

| every breath of air, and to cap the whole, puts a fire 

| in the stove and burns up what little air there is in 
the room. Such rooms are in the highest degree un- 
healthy, and there are at this day not a few of them 
in the houses of the farmers of this State. A sleep- 
ing room should be constantly furnished with a sup- 
ply of fresh air, if possible, a current should contin- 
ually pass through it, properly regulated and admitted 
of course, and then there would be much less sickness 
directly and indirectly caused by breathing impure air- 


Theory vs. Practice. 


It has become the practice, at the present day, of 
many speakers and writers, to laud thé practical at 
the expense of the theoretical—to oppose practice to 
theory, as though the two were so entirely dissimilar 
that by no method could they be united or coalesced. 
This is particularly so with agricultural operations. 
We see those who are termed theoretical farmers, held 
up as it were to scopn and ridicule, while those called 
practical farmers are pointed out as worthy of all hon- 
or and imitation. Now is this just? Is it exactly 
correct? We hold that no farmer can be either wholly 
practical or wholly theoretical, according to the defi- 
nition of those terms at the present time. The prac- 
tical man, in whatever profession, must possess and 
apply a large amount of theory, and the theoretical 
man often must be of the most practical sort. Theo- 
ries are based upon practice or experience, and prac- 
tice, to be successful, must be based upon theory or 
science. 

We hear it said of a machine that it was good in 
theory, but failed in practice. Now, is thiseo? If 
the machine had been perfect in theory, it would have 
been practically a success, and vice versa. It is an 
error to assert that there is any conflict between theory 
and practice, or what is the same, between science and 
art. They are and must be in harmony. If they 
seem to oppose each other, it is because there is some- 
thing false or incomplete in them, or else because of 
our incorrect ideas of the subject. 

The art of agriculture consists in certain operations 
which have grown out of an observation and imitation 
of Nature’s efforts, and the science is the rational the- 
ory and exposition of the successful art; so we have

swine. A little meal always comes in play to give to 
the milch cows in winter. It helps make a flow of 
rich milk. In the spring when the oxen work hard 
a little meal always does them good, while the faith- 
ful horse seldom refuses it in the absence of oats. It 
helps lengthen out the flour barrel, and if there be a 
little surplus corn it can always be exchanged for store 
Dills or for cash. Then the corn fodder goes a good 
ways in feeding out to cattle. 

We have intimated that a good corn crop indicated 
a good farmer. This istrne. A slovenly farmer nev- 
er, unless by accident, raises a good crop of corn. 
There is no crop that pays so well for careful treat- 
ment ascorn. In rightly preparing the ground, by 
carefully cultivating and manuring and equally care- 
ful planting, the farmers of Maine may almost always 
be sure of a good crop. A good farmer recently in- 
formed us that he put his manure in the hill in fur- 
rows and then run his cultivator between the rows, 
throwing the earth towards the hill leaving the hills 
in a shallow, trough-like channel. Then he plaated 
his own corn. The effect was if there were heavy 
rains it would drain well, and if dry weather the corn 
would not wither up. We think well of the practice. 
Special attention to preparing the bed for the seed 
pays well. 

When the corn is ready to weed out, it pays well to 
hoe it thoroughly. Asan old farmer once expressed 
himself, **Corn does love to be tickled the best of any- 
thing I ever saw.” 

High cultivation should never be lost sight of in 
raising corn in New England. Corn is the grossest 
feeder of manure of anything we raise. Manure is 
rarely ever furnished in excess if it is well incorpor- 
ated with the soil. We are inclined to the belief that 
corn would bear in*this way double the manure usu- 
ally applied without detriment to the crop. This, 
however, would not generally be advisable, and we 
only allude to it to show the nature of the plant in 
cultivation. 

In connection with an abundance of manure, it will 
bear a good deal of cultivation. We have sometimes 
fancied that simply cultivating between the rows just 
after it was up had a beneficial tendency on the plants. 
At any rate if the land is weedy it is an excellent plan 
to take advantage of a dry day and cultivate between 
the rows quite soon after planting. It levels down 
the earth and pulverizes it as well as kills the noxious 
weeds that start into life. With improved cultivators 
hoeing corn is a very easy process. 

We do not think the practice of raising corn in 
Maine will ever be laid, aside except on farms not 
adapted to its cultivation. We are aware that some 

farmers count the cost as too great, but the trouble is 
that when autumn comes they have no corn. 





On Ventilation. 


Perhaps our readers may think it is hardly neces- 
sary to say anything in an agripultural paper upon 
this subject, or to offer any remarks to farmers in re- 
gard to the question of ventilation, for most of them 
will say immediately that their houses and other 
buildings already preach practical sermons and reit- 
erate them year after year. This is so we acknowledge 
toa great extent. We know that many, too many, 
farm buildings are suffered to remaiu open to the ele- 
ments—to the winds, the snows and the rains of the 
seasons—and are, as we should popularly term it, too 
well ventilated already. But by ventilation is meant 


not exactly this thing. We mean that condition of 


our houses and stables which shall allow the circula- 
tion of just enough pure air at all times to be condu- 
cive to health, and at the same time to prevent the 
entrance of the elements—to keep warm, dry and com- 
fortable. Twenty years ago or 80, there was no ne- 
cessity of referring to this subject as regards the farm- 
ers of Maine. Qur houses as then constructed admit- 


ted the air freely, and the pure air was present in all 
portions of the building—the kitchen , the parlor and 


especially the sleeping rooms, for nearly every room 
was furnished with its large, open mouthed fire-place, 
through which a current of air Was always passing up 
and and out of the huge chimney, Cleansing in its 
course the entire room of vitiated air ana filling it 
with the health-renewing, life-giving 
But even farmers’ houses of to-day are not the same 


as those of yestétdsy, or of years gone by, when our 


er small, was ever conducted without employing some 
of the sciences, and putting forth some theory toa 
certain extent. It would be as impossible to do so, as 
to cultivate without employing art. The farmer must 
have his science, theories, reasons or plans, and united 
with these manual, artistical, practical skill, which if 
united in due degree, cannot fail to make a most suc- 
cessful farmer. The more he can think and reason, 
the more advantageously he can labor; and the more 
he knows, the more he can do. 


” ‘The Bark Louse. 


Messrs. Epirors:—The bark louse or scale—what 
is its nature? How is it produced? How long does 
it remain after its first appearance, and in what man- 
ner does it disappear ? Yours with respect, 

Vassalboro’. Duper. 

Note. Tke bark louse which is found upon the 
limbs, stems and twigs of the apple-trees in New Eng- 
land is scientifically termed Aspidiotus conchiformis, 
or the oyster shell bark louse, from its resemblance to 
#n oyster-shell, in shape. We will endeavor to an- 
swer the queries of our correspondent, briefly: ‘‘What 
is its nature?’’ It is decidedly injurious to the tree 
for it sucks out the juice of the tree and robs it of nu- 
triment to that extent, It belongs to the order of in- 
sects known as Homoptera. They are furnished with 
a sucker instead of jaws, and live on the juices of 
plants, The plant lice family is a large one and very 
numerous. They are also at certain times exceedingly 
destructive. There is hardly a plant that the farmer 
cultivates asa farm crop but is more or Jess affected 
by some species of plant louse. 
‘*How is .t produced?’’ It is produced from eggs 
which the parent or mother louse lays and covers with 
her own body which after her death and in the winter 
acts a shield and protection for the eggs. In the 
spring, or after the first spell of warm continued 
weather, these eggs hatch and a minute louse, hardly 
larger than the point of a pin comes out and dispers- 
ing over the tree fastens itself by its beak to some ten- 
der place in the bark and begins to suck out the sap 
and grow, till by fall it is full grown, and if a female 
ready to prepare its eggs for its successors. 

The answer to the above query inclades all the 
points in the remaining ones. There is another and 
more practical side to the question, to which our cor- 
respondent does not refer. That is how to effectually 
destroy them so as to prevent their injurious opera- 
tions. On large trees they may be scraped off at any 
season of the year, and the scrapings thus obtained 
destroyed. But on small trees, limbs and twigs, this 
is not effectual.. The method then that we should pre- 
fer, and the one recommended at the discussion last 
week at Portland when this question was up, is to 
wash the affected part of the tree with some alkaline 
wash, as strong suds, weak ley, etc., when the lice are 
just hatching out or are young and tender, and this 
will be in the spring, say the last of May or first of 
June.—Eps. 


Opening of tke Agricultural College. 


We are pleased to record the fuot that a forward 
move has been made in regard to operations in the 
agricultural college at Orono, and that the collegiate 
year has opened with a fair prospect of success. It is 
to be expected of course that operations for a while 
will be necessarily somewhat irregular, and with the 
means at command the superintendent and professors 
will not be able to push things forward with the reg- 
ularity and effectiveness of an older organization. 
While we hope for and expect that good will result 
from each season’s studies and labors on the farm and 
in the college, we must not expect too much. Such 
enterprises attain their excellencies by degrees. (Jar 
college is yet in its infancy and needs careful watching 
and fostering, and above all we need to be charitable 
in our opinions as expressed in regard to it. Let us 
as one mind unite to make it what we can, and thus 
forward the interests of agriculture, intelligence and 
practical education in Maine. 

The Borer. 

We are gratified to announce to our fruit growing 
readers who have been troubled with these destructive 
pests, that we have succeeded well by 
sending the children around early in the spring to tie 
some strips of cloth around the tree close to the ground 
and six or eight inches in height. In one instance 
only they bit the bark above the cloth. This is much 
easier than to be following them with knife in hand. 
It appears to us now a simple and complete remedy.

Maine State Fair. 


The Seventh Annual Exhibition of the Maine State 
Agricultural Society, was held in Purtland on Tues- 
day, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday, Oct. 6th, 7th, 
8th and 9th, 1868. The last exhibition of the Society 
prior to that of the present year was held in Portland 
in 1860. Owing to bad weather and other adverse 
circumstances, the exhibition of that year proved, in 
a financial point of view, a failure, although in most 
respects it embraced a more varied and attractive pro- 
gramme representing the agricultural and other indus- 
trial interests of the State, than on any previous occa- 
sion. The coming on of the war and the refusal of 
the Legislature to continue the annual allowance to 
the Society, discouraged the Trustees from assuming 
the risk of sutsequent exhibitions until the present 
year. At the annual meeting held in this city in 
January last, a vote was ananimously passed advising 
the Trustees, if in their judgment it should be deemed 
expedient, to make arrangements for a resumption of 
the annual Fairs of the Society. Acting upon these 
instractions, and taking council of the leading mem- 
bers of the Society, and other active and influential 
agriculturists of the State, it was finally decided to 
hold the seventh Show and Fair at Portland the pres- 
ent year. Without funds and without any guarantees 
of success except the confidence felt in the generally 
expressed interest of the people of the S.ate in the en- 
terprise, and the generously proffered co-operation of 
the friends of the Society, the Trustees assumed the 
risk and responsibility of the exhibition. The result 
has proved a complete success, exceeding, even with 
the concurrence of all favoring circumstances, the 
most sanguine anticipations, and placing the pecunia- 
ry resources of the Society upon a basis which will 
materially relieve its future operations from the em- 
barrassments and uncertainty which have attended 
the management of its affairs in the past. 

Owing to the pressure of other duties which de- 
volved upon us, we were unable to devote time to the 
examination of the exhibition in detail, and shall, 
therefore, be largely indebted to the repnts of some 
of our daily contemporaries, which are very full and 
accurate. The reports of the Portland Press and 
Boston Journal are entitled to special commendation 
in this regard. 

First Day. 

The exhibition of neat stock, horses, and other ani- 
mals and agricultural implements took place at For- 
est City Park, in Westbrook, about two miles from 
the city, and the exhibition of fine arts, machinery, 
floral, horticulteral, farm and dairy products, manu- 
factures, fancy goods, &c., at the City Hall, which is 
admirably adapted to the purpose. The Park con- 
tains a half-mile track, which however, was in very 
poor condition for the exhibition of trials of speed, 
owing to the Jong continued rains for several weeks 
previous to the Show. Exhibitors were provided with 
ample accommodations for stock and for the exhibition 
of the various farming implements and machinery. 
The grounds comprise some thirty acres and are sur- 
rounded by @ high and substantial fence. A vigilant 
police force was in attendance both on the grounds and 
in the Hall to preserve order and to keep watch upon 


the operations of pickpockets, thieves and swindlers, 
which unfortunately abound on sach occasions. 


Tue Openina. 


At eight o’clock the gates were thrown open at the 
park for the admission of the public. There was a 
smart shower during the night, but this morning the 
weather is fine and the air pure and wholesome. The 
attendance of visitors was as large as could be ex- 
pected at this early stage of the fair. Immediately af- 
ter the opening there was a meeting of the Chief Mar- 
shall and Superintendents of the various departments 
at the President’s headquarters, which was subse- 
quently followed by a meeting of the society and 
judges at the same place. At eleven o'clock, A.M, 
commenced the exhibition of stock in rings, and which 
were continued each day until the close. The most 
attractive feature was the cavalcade of equine 
stock that tuok place, led on by the illustrious General

Tue Ssow or Stock. 


The display of horses and cattle was never before 
equaled by avy former fair. Of late years our stock 
breeders have made great advances in breeding, and 
the results of their effurts is to be seen in the exhibi- 
tion of one of the finest collection of pure bred stock 
ever gathered together in this State. 

There are over two hundred entries of horses, nam- 
bering some three hundred animals, of which the 
Knox stock is the largest of any one breed, there be- 
ing not less than seventy entries, of which Col. T. 8. 
Lang contributes thirty-eight animals, embracing 
brood mares with colts by at their side, the progeny 
of the General, and several pairs of youog Kaox mares. 
Their distinguished sire was never in better condition 
and spirits. He represents the best blood of the Mor- 
gen and Messenger, stand fifteen and a half hands 
high, weighs 1050 pounds, is of splendid muscular 
development, which he generously transmits to his 
colts, is of a rich black color, with a star in the fore- 
head, and hasa heavy mane and tail. «When four 
years old he trotted in public at the State Fair fa Au- 
gusta, in 1859, in 2.54, and in private trials at a later 
day he has repeatedly trotted in the twenties. Just 


half mile without a-break in 1.12. It is a noted fact 
that all of his colts generally bear evidence of their pa- 
ternity. Col. Lang's brood mare Hortense, by the 
celebrated four-mile horse Lexington, has by her side 
her first foal by Knox, which was drop the past 
season, and gives evidence of a promising future. He 
also displays the thoroughbred stallion ‘*Annfield,’’ 
bred in England in 1860, and of noble pedigree. He 
is sixteen hands high, of a rich blood bay, and of fine 
action and bearing. Col. Lang purchased him of 
parties in Halifax two years ago, shortly after he was 
brought from England, where he was the winner of 
the New Market and Goodwood stakes. 

Clarendon Butman of Plymouth, exhibits Knox 
stallion Black Sultan, who stands fifteen hands and 
two and a half inches, weighs 1160 pounds, is of a 
glossy black color, and is powerfully built. He is 
seven years old, and trotted last fall on the Ban 
track a quarter of a mile in thirty-eight seconds the 
first time he wasever harnessed to a sulky. 

Abram Woodward of Bangor, exhibited a six year- 
old Knox stallion, Gen. Sherman, a very promising 
animal, who is way down in the forties. 

Other representatives of the Knox stock are exhib- 
ited by J. H. Gilbreth of Kendall's Mills, W. C. Gor- 
don of Piymouth, W. A. P. Dillingham of Augusta, 


Windham, L. P. Warren of Saccarappa, R. Lar- 
kin of Farmington, and many others. Among the 
large number of stallions on exhibition, over thirty 
are of the Knox breed. . 
There are aleo some fine specimens of the Morgan, 
Drew, Blackhawk and Hambletonian, Foster Palmer 
of Bangor exhibited a splendid bay three years old, of 
the latter breed, 16 hands high and weighing 1226 
pounds, who partakes of ull the qualities of his noted 
grandmre, Rysdik’s Hambletonian.

A team of eight ox en, 
exhibited by Messrs. Brigham, Clements & Warren, 
of Sacarappa. They are noble animals and would at- 
tract attention anywhere. William Jackson of Gor- 
ham exhibits three yoke of splendal working oxen; 
and William Warren of Scarboro’ exhibited ten oxen 
of extraordinary beauty and strength. Eight oxen 
from the Portland City Farm were on the ground—all 
noble animals, of unifurm deep red color, very large, 
of fine form and in excellent condition. We believe 
they are all Durhams of pure blood. Mr. Winthrop 
Morrill of Watervilie exhibited two pairs of fat oxen 
three years old, which girth 7 ft. and 7 ft. 8 in., the 
latter pair espevially attracting much admiration. 
They have never been worked, but are very handy.

Merino buck, Green Mountain Boy; George F. Moore 
/of Anson, two fine wool bucks; Geo. Ladd of Starks, 
| three fine wool bucks, and John F. Anderson of Port- 
| land, a small flock of South Downs. Joseph Taylor 
| of Kennebunk, exhibited fiae specimens of long wool 
Sheep, and C. W. Hammond of Westbrook, bucks and 
| ewes of the middle wool variety. 

Charles Sampson of Portland, and J. F. Anderson 
of Windham, showed some good specimens of swine. 
W. A. P. Dillingham a fine Suffolk sow. The exhibi- 
tion of swine was also very small, but the specimens 
were excellent. 

Of poultry there were very few representatives, a

AG@RicuLTURAL IMPLEMENTS. 


Among the principal departments of attraction and 
interest was the large display of agricultural imple- 
ments and machinery. The most noticeable feature 
in this exhibition is the array of mowing machines. 
Among these we noticed a splendid specimen of Wal- 
ter A. Wood’s machines, the same which was sent to 
‘the Paris Exposition and there took the first prize. 

Its elegant fimish attracted great attention. Messrs. 
N. M. Perkins & Co., of Portland, exhibit a very 
handsome Union machine. Different specimens of the 
Clipper are shown, some adapted to one horse, and 
others fortwo. Very neat and substantial are the 
| Buckeye machines of which two are on the ground 
|and receive the general commendation of visitors. 
| Nishwitz’ National mower presents many new points 
combining strength and lightness of draft. The Mon- 
| itor of the same manufactare, Koiffen machines for 
| one or two horses, and Perry's mower are also on ex- 
hibition, but our space will not allow us to speak more 
| particularly of their various excellences. A splendid 
assortment of plows is presented fur the inspection of 
| the public of which we can meation but a few. T, B. 
| Husse7 of North Berwick displays some fine light and 
| heavy sward-plows and a reversible steel cultivator. 
Messrs. Holbrook & Small of Boston have twelve plows 
| on the ground, of which the most noticeable perhaps 
| is & swivel plow which obviates the necessity of ridges 
jand middle and back furrows, and some 
other peculiar advantages. They also show Harring- 
ton’s combined seed sower and cultivator, light and 
neat. ° 
| A-sulky plow was entered by C. H. Littlefield of 
‘Turner, by the use of which the severe labor of plow- 
ing is greatly lessened, the plow being suspended un- 
der a frame work on which the driver is seated. 
| Isaiah Frye & Son of Portland have six plows and 
ten are shown by Messrs. Kendall & Whitney of Port- 
land, who make a grand display ot agricultural im- 
plements generally. Among the numerous articles 
| they exhibit are the American Hay Tedder, a new in- 
| genious machine for spreading hay, by which the use 
of the fork is dispensed with. The number of these 
sold in the past year, the first of its use, is stated at 
| two thousand. They have also cider mills, cultiva- 
| tors, hay catters, winnowing machines, rakes, pitch 
forks, scythes, cutters and an endless variety 
of similar articles. A splendid case of axes and scythes 
of the manufacture of Messrs. Hubband, Blake & Co., 
of West Waterville, of fine ‘workmanship, and hay- 
knives and bush hooka are also shown by the same 
firm. Among the harrows we saw a new revolving 
harrow, Monroe’s patent made in this city, a coulter 
hsrrow from the Bath Iron Foundry, as well as nu- 
merous others. Cultivators and horse hoes of differ- 
ent designs are to be seen as: well as some combina- 
tions of other instruments with these. A ditcher and

Whittemore’s Lock Rake, Whitcomb’s, the 
Kniffen, the Rocky Mountain, and perhaps others 
which escaped our observation, all have their points 
of superiority. We notice a good display of hand 
rakes and scythes, from the warehouse of N. M. Per- 
kins & Co., also a ratent hoe, the blade of which can 
be adjusted to any desired angle, and other useful ar- 
ticles. J. A. Knight of Durham shows the Dirigo 
Fruit Picker, an ingenious device for picking apples 
and other fruit from remote branches without injury. 
A similar invention from New Hampshire is also on 
the ground. 

The usual number of Yankee labor saving inven- 
tions is also to be seen, ranging from washing and 
wringing machines to apple parers, patent churns and 
pitch forks which weigh their load. Crawford’s 
S:ump Extractor was on the ground, and an infinite 
variety of other contrivances for the saving of time, 
money and labor. 


Farm anp Garpen Propvcrs. 


This department was surprisingly deficient in ex- 
tent and variety, hardly up to the standard of ordi- 
nary county exhibitions. It consisted of superior 
specimens of garden vegetables from the Portland Oity 
Farm, including cabbages, corn, cauliflowers, carrots, 
tomatoes, squashes, parsnips, turnips, &c. Mammoth 
cabbages and turnips from A. M. Jordan, of Cape 
Elizvbeth; Harrison potatoes and celery from the 
Chadwick garden, Cape. Elizabeth, raised by John 
Murray, gardener; eleven of the latest varieties of 
seedling potatoes, including the Early Rose, Gleason, 
Harrison, &c.,, the finest lot we have ever seen at an 
exhibition, from Moses H. Hanson of North Berwick. 
Mr. Hanson raised from a single peck of the Early 
Rose, purchased by him last spring, for which he paid 
$16, sixteen bushels. Mr. en Taber of Vassal- 
boro’, also exhibited some specimens of the Early 
Rose, raised by him, 80 pounds from one pound of 
seed. There were handsome displays of vegetables 
from the gardens of Capt. J. B. Coyle, J. B. Brown 
and T. C. Hersey; potatoes from Caleb Blake of Tur- 
ner; seme fine twelve-rowed corn from C. B. Swnith of 
Denmark; potatoes and several varieties of spring 
wheat from W. A. P. Dillingham of Augusta; an im- 
mmense squash weighing 255 pounds from Rev. Mr. 
Danham of Bryant’s Pond. He also shows three oth- 
er squashes weighing respectively 160,163 and 205 
pounds. Specimens of wool, hops, flax, &c., were also 
on exhibitiun. The show of honey was not large, but 
excellent as far as it went. Mr. H N. Parker of West 
Gardiner was the principal exhibitor, and his display 
of honey and hives with the bees at work excited 
much interest. A. Mosbe of Gorham, also made a 
show of nice honey in boxes. J. L. Hubbard, Wal- 
pole, N. H., a hive of bees; N. W. Richardson, West- 
brook, 6 boxes honey and 1 box bees; J. Reynolds, Jr., 
Clinton, honey; Paine & Emerson, Caarleston, exhib- 
ited an American Bee Live. A nice lot of maple 
syrup was exhibited by E M. Greenwood of Farm- 
ington. Mr. Jos. Walker of Fryeburg, entered 1 acre 
of seed corn for the Society’s premium, with speci- 
mens for exhibition. 

Darry Propucts. 


The entries of butter and cheese were few in num- 
ber but excellent in quality. Among them we notice 
some magnificent looking cheese, from A. K. Aldrich, 
Portland, and Mrs. Lambert, Freeport. The butter 
department was excellently represented by Mrs Sam- 
uel S Gilman, of Readfield Depot, Mrs. Wm. Elden of 
Buxton, Mrs. Bodge of South Windham; Mrs. 
Joha Trickey of Portland; Lucy A. Cloudman, Gor- 
ham; J. H. Greenwood, Farmington; 8. C. Loring, 
North Yarmouth; Josiah Bodge, Windham; Mrs. 3. 
Libby, 3d, Gorham; Mrs. F. Edwards, Gorham; Maria 
E. Bowler, Westbrook; J. G. Perry, Parsonsfield; 8. 
L. Perley, Naples; Mrs. E. Thomes, Gorham; Mrs. 
Henry Bodge, Cape Elizabeth. In this connection 
we should mention the clarified rock salt exhibited by 
the Augusta Salt Company, and so well adapted to the 
wants of the dairymen of Maine. E. H. Bargin & 
Cu. of Gray also exhibited some nice specimens of 
butter salt. 


Tue Fruit anp Frower Department. 


The show of fruit and flowers, although comprising 
some very fine specimens, was exceedingly limited. 
Mr. Jos. Taylor of Belgrade, exhibited a very pretty 
sod ingenious ornamented fruit stand, constructed of 
the roots of the hemlock and yellow birch, which con- 
tained thirty-six varieties of apples, twelve of pears, 
and seven of grapes. There were twenty plates of 
fine apples from L. Adams of Westbrook; twenty-five 
varieties from Capt. Coyle of Westbrook; a basket of 
splendid pears from Joseph W. Dyer, Portland; three 
vari: ties of apples from Joha Currier of Waldoboro’; 
a fine show of apples and pears from C. Spaulding of 
Hallowell; a dish of splendid tomatves from L. J. 
Perkins of Portland; a large collection of apples and 
pears and some bottles of maple syrup from Samuel 
F. Perley, of Naples; six large baskets of handsome 
apples from W. H. Berry; and also six baskets from 
W. A. P. Dillingham of Augasta; J. B. Brown a very 
large and handsome collection of apples, pears and 
grapes; Seward Dill of Phillips, a good show of cran- 
berries, and W. M. Herbert of Bristol a lirge gase of 
fine pears; Geo. R. Davis showed some fine grapes; J. 
Walker exhibited srme nice pears, anda person, name 
unknown, some curious vegetable swan'seggs. Dr J. 
C. Weston of Bangor, exhibited twelve choice varieties 
of grapes, and five open culture. M. V. Hersom, Wa- 
terville, ornamented baskets of apples and pears. 

The display of flowers and green-house plants was 
excellent, and would have been much finer had the 
show occurred at an earlier season. Mr. T. C. Hervey 
of Portland, exhibits two fine lantanos and two cam- 
panillos in full flower from the pot to the top of the 
branches. Moreover, heliotropes flowering from stand- 
ing stalks, and fuschias, blooming in the same manner. 
A very peculiar plant called ‘*Whoons,’’ which is 
found in the British Kingdom, and is used, cut up, 
as fodder for cattle, The display of out flowers and 
boquets was also very fine, one of which is made to 
imitate a lighthouse. Mr. H. B. Storer makes a very 
large display of flowering shrubs. Mr. J. B. Brown 
occupies an equally large s with Mr. Hersey, and 
in his display of flowers aol, shetie exhibits among 
other things avery fiue specimen of the ‘‘Pampas 
Grass.” Capt. Coyle is also on hand, and just above 
his contribution may be seen what is styled on the 
card a ‘‘Wardian Case,’’ a glass case filled with 
plants, from F. H. Thompson. A very attractive 
feature in this room is a beautiful collection of glad- 
iolas from George Craft, Brookline, Mass. 

Tue Gatieny or Parntines. 

This was one of the finest features of the exhibition 
in the Hall, consisting of oil paintings, by eminent 
artists of this country and Europe, engravings, chro- 
mos, petgsori pictures, &c. The magnificent 
picture by Tnomas Hill, a New England artist, en- 
titled the ‘*Yo Semite Valley,”’ was the object of uni- 
versal admiration. The price of the picture, we un- 
derstand is $25,000, and was procured with others 
for exhibition at the Fair, through the exertions of 
McKenney & Davis, picture dealers in Portland. 
There were pictures by Champney, Doughty, Sontag, 
Cloudman, Brown, Seavey, Beckett, the three 
latter among the most promising of our Maine artists, 
Hart, Hudson, Shattuck, Colman, Maclise, Devieux, 
and others, alll of them worthy of special notice, had 
we space in our columns to devote to this department. 
Most of the contributions of painti &c., were ob- 
tained from the private collections of citizens of Port- 
land, through the active cy of Mr. 8. B. Beckett, 
the Superintendent at the Hall, and arranged by him 
with excellent taste for exhibition. In the same de- 
partment, W. P. Hastings furnished four Cabinet Or- 
gans; Geo. M. Guild & Co., Boston, a splendid 
piano; A. M. McPhail & Co., a fine six octavo piano; 
and Bailey & Noyes, Exchange street, a superb Mason 
& Hamlin Cabinet Organ.

A beautifully arranged set 
of old files recat, in @ frame, from Ridgway and 
Thorhill, 43 Preble street. John M. Crocker displays 
& fine piece of stucco work, No. 21 Union street. I. 
C. Quinby displays a fine ship, full rigged, from his 
fancy goods store. 

On the stage, Marrett, Poor & Co., cf 90 Middle 
street, made a magnificent show of carpetings and 
curtains and paper-hangings—one of the finest exhi- 
bitions in the Fair. 

Wm. C. Beckett, merchant tailor, 187 Middle street, 
has a handsome glass case filled with vestings. 

Leaving the stage in the northeast corner of the 
hall, we find every kind of printing in the shape of 
stationery, business and visiting ecards, from F. G. 
Rich’s printing office. 

On the first table ocsupying the center of the hall 
beginning with the one nearest the rear gallery. Saw- 
yer & Woodford, dealers in wooden-ware, exhibit some 
beautiful pots for hanging plants, besides willow bask- 
ets, and the Portland Nursery display some beautiful 
bouquets which we think ought to have been palced 
in the Horticultural room. J. L. Shaw & Co., with 
their strong Jeather fire-hose will give our Fire De- 

artment no excuse for poor materials. Dunn, of 172 
Middle street, displays among his elegant sets of har- 
nesses, one set gold-mounted, that is a ‘‘thing of beau- 
ty.”” A. Colburn presents an improved method of at- 
taching horses to vehicles which dispenses with the 
use of tugs, braces, traces and whippletrees, and 
which has already received the first premium at the 
New Hampshire and Vermont State Fairs.

8. F. Pipgree, pattern and model maker, has many ex- 
cellent m: dels on exhibition, as has also D. Morrison, 
inclading a walking-stick which can be used as pistol 
or dirk, a meat-chopper, scaffolding, in fact fourteen 
different patents. C. C. Jones, has ten patented arti- 
cles on exhibition including Meyer’s Magnetic Screws. 
I. & B. Jordan, 289 Congress“street, display a long 
case filled with every conceivable article in the shape 
of bits, bridles for horses, riding whips, full sets of 
harnesses, trunks and portmanteaus. 

At the third table you may see the long glass case 
filled with exquisite candies temptingly arranged, from 
the well known manufactory of L. J. Perkins, Con- 
gress street. C. C. Oakes of Newport. has a very 
handsome set of gold mcunted harnesses, and Mans- 
field, Middle street, displays his Excelsior trunk. Mr. 
George G. Carver, Boston, exhibits a glass roller for 
rolling bread, cake, &c., which embraces three things. 
Taking off one end of the roller you have a biscuit or 
cookey cutter, pulling out the interior of the roller, 
you have an egg beater. A very convenient and in- 
genious patent. The same gentleman exhibits a thim- 
ble with a little blade attached to be used in cuttin 
thread and ripping, and a combination sifter mom | 
measurer. Ketcham’s mincer also attracts much 
attention from housewives, N, M. Perkins & Go., 
Free street Block, have some five or six varieties 
of handles and castors. A. H. Atwood, Middle 
street, a glass case filled with handsomely cut sil- 
ver door plates, Emery & Waterbouse, Middle street, 
have some very fine specimens of hardware, and those 
enterprising men, E. & F. Fairbanks of St. Johns- 
bury, Vt., turn up as usual with their prize scales of 
the Universal Exposition in Paris for 1867: Mr. Geo. 
Brooks a very valuable invention in a patent rotary 
cutting maching, which cuts two tons of stock per day 
for mattresses, sofas, etc., and has been brought all 
the way from Detroit, Michigan. 

At the fourth table Blake from his bakery on Con- 
gress street displays case on case of splendid looking 
bread and crackers, followed by Kent, Fore street. 
Then comes Cobb, with a case of pies, cakes, and 
bread, decorated with four beautiful bouquets.

Tae seventh table, for one one-half its length, 1s 
taken up by Small and Shackford, bookbinders, Ex- 
change street, with books in rare and expensive bind- 
ings, and Hill L. Davis, Exchange street, who pre- 
sents a set of account books for J. Polledo & Co., mer- 
chants in Cuba, that we will venture to say cannot be 
exceeded in excellence by any book bindery in the 
world. Gerrish and Pearson, Middle street, make a 
very attractive display of silver ware, and next to 
them are some beautiful stuffed birds. Lee and Steb- 
bins, Middle street, have a revolving column of meer- 
schaum pipes of great beauty and value, including one 
superb meerschaum valued at $125. Also a case of 
very fine cigars of the most celebrated brands. Next 
comes Lock of Vault fur Maine Savings Bank, a ver 
complicated affair, and others from Chas. Staples & 
Son's Works, Commercial street. The Westbrook 
Britannia Company have a fine case of goods. 


The eighth table contains a magnificent case of sil- 
ver ware and jewelry from J. W. & H. H. McDaffie, 
corner of Middie and Union streets. Mra. P. M. Kel- 
sey brings from New York an extensive display of ar- 
ticles for the pantry and toilet, carved from maple 
wood in Ohio. Orin Hawkes & Co., Congress street, 
display a case of boys’ clothing and a nameless con- 
tributor some fancy ladies’ boots in gilt and silver, 
and one pair artistically made men’s long boots with 
tassels. Farr & Hamblin, West Waterville, havea 
fine case of men’s shirts, and Chas. Curtis & Co, a 
most extensive and choice display of ali kinds of men’s 
sraibs goods, The Pondicherry Woolen Mills, 
Meserve & Co. agents, display a very choice line of 
goods, and Thos. 8S and J. A. Lang some extra thick 
and soft shirts and drawers from North Vassalboro. 

The ninth and last table is occupied by cotton and 
woolen goods and cloaks. Pepperrel Mills contribute 
eleven pieces of cotton goods, some seventy-seven and 
some fifty-seven inches wide.

In the southwest corner Strahan 
and Lothrop, Exchange gtreet, have a fine show of 
paper hangings, followed by P. W. Stoneham, Middle 
street, with some handsome screens and window 
shades, Shaw, of Middle street, has a superior as- 
sortment of hats, caps, fursand rugs. Coller & Ham- 
ilton, Augusta, exhibit a traveling trunk of their 
manvufacture—a very fine article, and Thompson & 
Blondel, Topsham, excellent specimens of their Drain 
Tile. 

Among the exhibitors not mentioned above we 
would call attention to a handsome display of printing 
by B. Thurston & Co., Portland; a fine case of watches 
in the large hall, displayed by J. A. Merrill, Middle 
street. Simonton and Merrill, corner Park and Com- 
mercial, exhibit some samples of coffee and spices; 
the St. Louis Family Flour Co. samples of different 
kinds of flour, with bread made from each sample; E. 
C. Merrill some Vermont Crystal Emery Polish. R. 
G. P. Goodwin has a very much improved flat-iron, 
which took the first premium at the New Hampshire 
Fair. Arnold & Morton, Augusta, a “*Peerlees Churn,”’ 
which churns butter in from one to four minutes and 
will work out all buttermilk in two minutes. At the 
same table is Morrill’s patent hay rake. Winslow, 
Doten & Co., exhibit a patent machine for grinding 
saws; Geo. L. Paine, Saccarappa, improved weather- 
strip; Nealey & Co., a very good thing deserving no- 
tice, a boot and sh@e lacer. Then there is the **Bon 
Ton Lamp Burner”’ sold by Joseph Emery, Congress 
street. C. C. Mitchell & Son are out with a Nutmeg 
Grater; and 8.8. Rich & Son with some very nice 
coffios. There is a good display of sewing machines, 
the Wheeler & Wilson, of which there is a splendid 
display by E. Varney, constituting an attractive fea- 
ture. This machine took the first premium of the 
Society in 1859, and is now only exhibited as 4 show. 
The Howe, Florence and Weed machines are also on 
exhibition. 


Trotrixa Contest. 


The exercises of the afternoon opened with a purse 
| for horses that never trotted better than 2.50, mile 
heats, best three in five, to harness: $100 to first, 
$50 to second. There were fourteen entries. The 
first heat was won by J. H. Gilbreth’s Knox—time 
2.50; the second heat by Tempest, entered by J. F. 
| Harris of Portland—time 2414; the third by Gil- 
breth’s Knox, io 245}; the fourth by J. E. Fayban's 
Saco, in 241. Darkness prevented the completion of 
the race until the next day, when Gilbreth’s Knox 
was declared the victor in the 5th heat and race. 

The next exhibition was open to stallions for gener- 
al use, eight years old and upward, mile heats, best 2 
in 8, for society’s premiums, $25 to first, $15 to 
second. There were seven entries, as follows: [vory 
Grant of Bucksport, enters stallion; T. 8. Lang, 
North Vassalboro’, Gen. Knox; David Averill, Port- 
land, Black Hawk stallion; Henry Taylor, Waterville, 
Don Juan; J.C. Bacheler, Cape Elizabeth, young 
Ethan Allen; 8.

In the evening there was a meeting of members of 
the Society and of farmers und others in attendance 
| upon the Pair, for the discussion of topics of interest 
| to the agricultural community. The meeting was pre- 
| sided over by Hon, Seth Soamman, the President of 
| the Society. The subject discussed related to insects 
| injurious to vegetation, and how to destroy them. Mr. 
| George E. Brackett of Belfast opened the discussion. 
He remarked ia substance as follows : 

‘“‘Mr. Chairman :—I presume the Trustees in ap- 
pointing persons to open these discussions did not in- 
| tend or expect they would deliver a lecture or offer re- 

marks which should ocoupy much time bat simply to 
, open the discussion that all present might partivipate 
in it. 

Visitors to the County Fairs in Maine this autumn, 
and to the exhibition in your hall above to-day cannot 
fail to notice the fine specimens of wheat on exhititien, 
and a larger pamber of samples than for many years 
| previous. This naturally leads to the questions, Why 
| 1s this s0? Why is there more wheat grown in Maine 
this year than for several years pest, and why has 
the raising of this important cereal falien off during 
these ten years gone by? Our State would seem to be 
naturally adapted to wheat raising. Our climate is 
good, our seasons long enough, our soil naturally rich 
| and strong, and all the circumstances seem to be fa- 
vorable for the production of this grain which forms 
the ‘staff of life’ and is one of the principal articles 
of food for the nations of the civilized world. 

One reason why wheat has been grown this year is 
that the State saw fit, at the last session of the Legis- 
lature, to set apart a large portion of its sid to agri- 
cultural societies, for the payment of special premi- 
ums upon wheat crops. This gave a direct stimulus 
to wheat growing this year, bat below and beyond 
this cause wasa greater one which in fact was the 
reason why the premiums were offered. It was be- 
cause ex nee during the two or three rs 
had see ain the mid Fone so far dcertneet ta 
numbers and consequent destructiveness that it was 
safe again to raise a wheat crop. Thus this little, 
comparatively harmless insect, the wheat midge, bas 
been at the bottom of the whole. It was on account of 
the presence of this insect that wheat raising was 
abandoned in Maine, and it is now on account of its 
scarcity that it is begun again with promise of success. 

Years ago n» crop wassurer or paid better in Maine 
than wheat, but the midge came among us. At first 
the injury done was small, hard ible. An 
occasional field was destroyed ally or wholly, but 
with years thy increased in numbers, until hardly a 
wheat field in the State escaped. Then the cultivation 
of wheat was abandoned almost wholly. A few farm- 
ers here and there, under peculiarly favorable circum- 
stances still grew fair crops, and who continued 
to sow it during the ten or a dozen years, found that 
in 1866 and 1867 the crop was comparatively free from 
the midge. This bas given us hopes that it will con- 
tinue so for some time at least. At the of 
the Board of Agriculture the State offered spe- 
cial premiums; the consequence was that four times 
as much wheat was sown laat spring as in any spring 
for the half a dozen years previous, and notwithstand- 
ing the weather at seeding time was very unfavorable, 
the crop has been « fair one, and so far as I have 
learned, entirely aninjured by the midge. 

In this connexion it is proper to inquire what was 
the cause of the decrease in the numbers of this in- 
sect, and why has its depredations ceased, or nearly 
80? My answer would be that it has been caused by 
war and famine—by being starved to death in its own 
country and killed by enemies of its own kind. At 
one time there were countless numbers of these insects 
in the State.

on the fifth heat, which was won by Tempest in 2.45. 
In the next heat Foster Palmer handled Gilbreth’s 
Knox, who after getting the word, took the lead and 
kept it until reaching the upper tarn, on the way 
home, when the contest between Knox and Tempest be- 
came exceedingly hot, Down they came, side and side, 
Tempest crossing the score halfa length abead, but 
the judges, in their decision, gave the heat to Knox, 
time 2 47, as well as the race, with Tempest second, 
who was set back in the heat on account of ‘running. 

During the exercises of the forenoon a procession of 
one hundred boys or more, attired in uniform, from 
the State Reform School, appeared on the grounds and 
performed various military evolutions, and afterward 
singing several pieces of music of a patriotic nature, 

The afternoon was deyoted entirely to trotting. 
There was a large attendance of spectators to witness 
the several trials of speed, not less than five thousand 
people being present of both sexes.

Farmens’ MTetina. 


The meeting in the evening was | y attended. 
The discussion was opened by T. 8S. g, Esq , on 
the subject of stock breeding. His remarks were list- 
ened to with close attention, and were of so much im- 
portance that we purpose next week to publish them 
in full. 

Mr. Dillingham of Augusta followed Mr. Lang. He 
thought that judicious legislation on this subject 
might be beneficial and useful. It can not be reason- 
ably expected that farmers, who have to work hard 
for a living, should find time to comprehend all the 
phases of stock breeding. Before men can give prop- 
er and full attention to this subject they should have 
that leisure to study this question which wealth gives. 
He thought the prospect of great improvement in 
stock breeding grew brighter and brighter every year. 
Our young men have now much greater privileges 
than their fathers had to-learn the best mode of rais- 
ing cattle and horses. Our Agricultural College, he 
thought, was destined to do a vast amount of good. 

Mr. Anderson of Portland, thought that a mere 
horse exhibition would not excite so much interest and 
draw so many people together, as 4 mixed show, in- 
cluding cattle, horses, sheep, mechanical works and 
everything that belongs to the farm and the shop. He 
liked. the present exhibition, and such exhibitions 
would be continued. 

Mr. Lang fully endorsed the remarks of Mr. Ander- 
son, and thought ne and Te og ought 
to draw together. y adopting thi money 
would be put in the of the Society, and all 
interests would be greatly advanced. He believed the 
breeders of horses had rights as well as cattle breed- 


ers. 
Mr. Taylor of Waterville, wished to hear something 
in relation to growing calves, for he felt an interest in 


the subject. 

Mr. ter of Pittston, said that, farmers must 
see to it that they have the right breed of cattle, such 
as are properly adapted to their farms. He did not 
care about going into extremes in regard to.cattle or 
horses, and yet he thought the Gen. Knox colts were 
good for work as well as trottiog, and it is very agree- 
able to have acolt which can go in 2.30 once ina 
while. With regard to breeding calves he thought 
™m on weaning them in a proper manner, 
and giving them enough. to eat duting that time. The 
best way to wean calves is to do it in such a manner 
as not to let them know it. 

Mr. Lang hoped the discussion would be limited to 
breeding and not to feeding, for he t ht breeding 
was of more importance than feeding, although feed- 
ing must not be neglected.

Farmers’ MEETING. 


The third and concluding meeting for discussion 
was held in City Hall building in the evening. Sub- 
ject—‘*How can the Farmers of Maine best improve 
their Farms.”’ 

8. L. Goodale, Exq , Secretary of the Maine Board 
of Agriculture, referred to the short crop of hay in 
England and the superiority of the crop in Ma‘ne and 
offered the following resolution which was parsed: 

Resolved, That the officers of this Society be in- 
structed to prepare a memorial for transmission to the 
Privy Council of Great Britain through the British 
Consul or some other proper channel, representing the 
entire freedom of the State of Maine at the present 
time, as well as in the past, from any dangerous, con- 
tagious disease in cattle, and requesting that the edict 
probibiting the importation of American hay be so 
modified as to except such as may be exported from 
this State, such being the product or growth within 
the State. 

Hon. Samuel F. Perley of Naples, opened the even- 
ing’s discussion. He alluded to the great breadth of 
the subject announced, and consequently embracing 
every feature of farming life, The soil of Maine is 
varied, consisting of sand as well as loam. The abil- 
ity of the farmers of Maine was asserted as varied, 
each section of the State having many leading minds 
as also many who still need light. No definite an- 
swer can be made to the question, ‘‘What is the best 
mode of farming ?’’ 

Different soil requires different treatment. Mr. 
Perley advocated each farmer having a specialty, and 
spoke favorably of raising hay. The seeking of mar- 
kets and sale of products was then considered with 
much force and clearness, Animals should be loved, 
and interest taken in farm work as a labor of love as 
well as investment. He was opposed to mixing crops 
on one ground, such as squashes, corn and potatoes— 
keep each crop and kind separate. Brains are needed 
more than muscle, and it would be profitable for farm- 
ers not to work so hard themselves, but hire more 
labor and study more the science of farming. Stock 
raising flourishes best back inland, and hay near the 


sea. 

Mr. Perley gave some figures in support of his ideas 
of hay farming, as opposed to stock farming exclu- 
sively. Manures had better be bought and hay sold 
at present prices. Near the cities and large towns it 
may be otherwise. Manures are better than fertiliz- 
ers, although the latter should be used in part. Eco- 
omize everything in farming, and use all your thought 
and skill in managing your farm as a merchant or 
business man does in trade.’ 

J. M. Carpenter, Eeq., of Pittston, made some re- 
marks and gave some interesting figures in support of 
stock raising and keeping the hay at home for the 
benefit of the stock. Good stock and its products are 
worth more in the end than to sell the hay, 

Mr. Perley said he only alluded to the profit arising 
from manures from hay, and not as to stock breeding 
in itself. It is the wintering of stock that makes it 
unprofitable to save hay altogether. 

Rev. Mr. Dyke of Bath made some felicitous re- 
marks as to the necessity of greater study and thought 
—brain-work—among farmers, and was glad to kaow 
of the success of the p Be me se College. 

Hon. Chas. J. Gilman of Brunswick inquired the 
value in returns between fertilizers and compost. 

Mr. Perley replied that manure in itself was superi- 
or to fertilizers. 

O. Whittier, Esg., of Vienna, favored fertilizing— 
and manure was better than anything else—increase 
the stock and improve it by keeping the hay. 

Rev. W. A. P. Dillingham of Augusta, made some 
extended and interesting remarks as to the profit of 
making the farm productive by clearing land and us- 
ing the means found on the farm to turn to its benefit. 
Double up in managing farms till they become of 
richness and productiveness. Cultivate the soil by 
studying new and better methods. He gave a descrip- 
tion of his success in this way on his own farm. He 
advocated keeping hay to improve the stock with, and 
using compost before other fertilizers. He alluded to 
fruit culture as one of the best sources of profits. Care 
for young trees as for children; bring them to growth 
carefully. Handpick your fruit and call it with par- 
ticular pains; bruises bring decay. 

Col. Thomas S. Lang of Vassalboro’, made some in- 
teresting statements as to his ‘experience in stock 
breeding, manares and crops, showing that fertilizers 
were good, but compost manure better, and by breed- 
ing good stock the value is increased. He gave fig- 
ures to support his position. 

Geo. F. Talbot, Esq., of Portland, made some inter- 
esting remarks, favoring a specia'ty in farming, and 
in favor of selling bay for cash aod buying fertilizers, 

“Leander Wetherel], Esq., of Boston, editor of the 
Cultivator, was called upon, and made some lengthy 
but very able and valuable remarks upon farming in- 
terests, referring to facts in connection with Connecti- 
cut River Valley and E,stern Massachusetts farming. 

He alluded to. the recent raising of tobacco.on the 
Connecticut river and Massachu etts, and showed 
that the profit from tobacco far exceeded the cost of 
fertilizing the soil, and the soil being enriched it was 
all the better for farm crops. Better keep hay at 
home and feed the cattle than send it to England. He 
endorsed the remarks of Col. Lang and others as to 
manures and stock breeding, and quoted Leibig in 
support of rotation of crops, opposing the idea of 
specialty in farming. Keep gout sto 2k. He alluded 
to scientific sheep breeding of George Hammond of 
Vermont, and advocated its adoption—breeding in of 
fine marked stock—watching every sign of value care- 
fully. Don’t be discouraged if you all do not get 
prizes—work for each other in common 

The discussion was continued late, and was partici- 
pated in by others, including several prominent agri- 
culturalists, among them Gen. Natt Head, President

Col. Lakeman was 
ared distanced, Gilbreth’s horse was then with- 
drawn, the owner being dissatisfied with the ruling of 
the judges. Hard Road. was also withdrawn, on ac- 
count of Jameness, leaving Fleeting Moment, Lady 
Chapman, Right Bower and Eastern Queen the only 
competitors in the field. Right Bower won the next 
heat in 2.454, and the following one was won by Fleet~ 
ing Moment in 2.463. The race was then postponed, 
owing to darkness, until Saturday forenoon. 

The continuation of the race for the Sweepstakes on 
Saturday, resulted in the fifth and sixth heats and the 
race being won by Right Bower, time 2 45}, 2.44}.

In the interim between the heats in the first race, 
mares and geldings five years old and under were trot- 
ted for the Society’s premiums—style, action and road 
qualities to be considered. The premiums were $25 
for the first, and $15 for the second. There were 
eighteeen entries, bnt the following only appeared:

Two heats were trotted, both being won by White 
Fawn—time 2.51, 2.514. This was not a time race, 
the decision of the judges being based not alone on 
speed, but on style and action. 

In the evening, the exercises of the Fair were 
brought to an appropriate close at Lancaster Hall, by 
the delivery of the annual address by His Excellency, 
Gov. Chamberlain. Hon. Seth Scamman, President 
of the Society, presided, and in his introductory re- 
marks dwelt upon the unexpected and unprecedented 
success of the Fair which had been undertaken by the 
Society under somewhat discouraging circumstances. 
He warmly thanked the citizens of Portland for the 
facilities they had afforded for the dinplay of the in- 
dustrial and agricultural products of the State. 

The address of Gov. Chamberlain, which we shall

Looking Back. 


The chief event of the past week, to all interested in 
the material prosperity of our State, has been the ex- 
hibition of the State Agricultural Society at Portland, 
a partis! account of which fills so large a space in our 
present issue. And now, looking back upon the event, 
and the months of hard work and deep anxiety which 
preceded it, we may safely make up some facts and 
opinions touching the exhibition and its relations to 
our industrial progress, the opportunity of which only 
comes with the recurrence of such a festival. 

Agricultural fairs furnish really the only means by 
which farmers and artizans living in remote sections 
of a State or county, may become practically acquaint- 
ed with the operations of another section, and with 
the climatic and other influences which a particular 
locality exerts upon stock, fruits and other farm prod- 
ucts. Then, too, as a means of comparison and not- 
ing the advancement made in the practical arts, exhi- 
bitions of this kind are of untold utility. Taking this 
view of it, an exhibition of the productive ability of 
our State was demanded by every citizen. The long 
and severe war our nation has so recently passed 
through, was not without its influence upon our own 
commonwealth; but aside from this we had reason to 
believe great advancement in agriculture and the use- 
ful arts had been made during the past seven years, 
and the Trustees of the State Agricultural Society be- 
lieved the time had come for the holding of a State 
Fair. Acting upon this belief, they commenced the 
preliminary work in April last—having first attempt- 
ed and failed in their attempt to secure an sppro- 
priation from the State for the purpose—and 
we believe we may safely say, what no one else 
from personal knowledge can say, that from that 
time to the present we have not known so much hard 
labor so successfully accomplished in the face of 80 
many adverse circumstances, as has been performed 
by the gentlemen composing the Board of Trustees of 
our State Agricultaral Society. We have been pres- 
ent at all their meetings and know something of the 
zeal with which they have worked, the ability. brought 
to bear upon their labors, and the eminently success- 
fal results of the late exhibition, are due in a great 
measure to the judgment, foresight, and care of the 
Trustees in perfecting the details of the fair, and the 
energy and independence with which these details were 
execated. 

While we must refer the reader to other columns 
for details of the exhibition, we cannot refrain here 
from alluding to some of the lessons of the occasion 
which presented themselves to us as we witnessed the 
several departments of the Fuir. 

In the entries of neat stock, those of pure bred ani- 
mals largely predominated. This fact, more than any 
other shows the real advancement of our agriculture, 
and in this respect our progress is very marked since 
the last exhibition of the Society. Improved farming 
is nowhere more apparent than in the stock a farmer 
keeps. As his acres increase in productive capacity, 
his constant aim is to keep not more, but better stock. 
Congequently pure bloods of the different breeds take 
the places of the grades and natives, and the large

To the officers of the Society great praise is due, for 
their personal efforts in carrying forward the details 
of the Fair. Early im the work ot making the ar. 
rangements for the exhibition, Col. Ricker was elected 
Chief Marshal, Mr. Wasson was assigned to the Hall, 
Mr. Percival to the department of Neat Stock, and 
Maj. Dill to the department of Agricultural Imple- 
ments. The work of these gentlemen in their several 
divisions, regulated and directed by the watchful over- 
sight of the President of the Society, Hon. Seth Scam- 
man, whoee labors night and day have been given 
with the sole object of making the exhibition a success, 
was well directed and effectual, and to them too much 
credit can hardly be given. It is enough, however, 


that everybody was sutisfied, and that the results of 


the exhibition have far exceeded the highest anticipa- 
tions of the officers and friends of the Society. The 
total receipts—exceeding twelve thousand dollars — 
are sufficient to meet all the liabilities of the Society, 
and to leave a balance in the treasury as a sufficient 
guaranty for the holding of a show another year. We 
should not forget to mention in this connection the 
systemAtic and efficient labors so admirably performed 
by the Treasurer of the Society, Wm. E. Morris, Esq, 
of Portland, nor of the unremitting attentions of those 
in charge of the Hall, Messrs, Beckett, Hooper and 
Milliken. 

The agriculture of Maine takes a new start from 
this time. The interest revived by the holding of this 
State Fair, is abundant evidence that hereafter these 
annual festivals will be more Jargely attended, and 


become year by year more complete expositions of 


the agricultural and industrial progress of the people 
of our State. If we all work for this end, the greatly 
enhanced prosperity and high standing of our com- 
monwealth will be sufficient compensation for our la- 
bor. 

For the information of exhibitors we will here say 
that on account of some errors in the committee books, 
and from the fact that the reports of several commit- 
tees could not be made up in season to be announced 
previous to the closing of the exhibition, a certified 
list of all the awards will be printed and forwarded to 
every exhibitor at as early a day as the Trustees can 
possibly perfect the same.

These little steam- 
ers are very convenient to the dwellers on both banks 
of the river, as they cam leave @ barrel of flour almost 
anywhere. A sail on them when the water is high is 
said to be very pleasant. We are reminded of an 
anecdote told us by a fellow passenger. When the 
first steamer was bailt to run up the river, an old 
man who had never seén anything but a boat poled 
up stream, looked at the stern-wheel and declared 
‘that that wheel must be of great sarvicé to that 
steamboat. 

But steamboats and stages will be of little account 
here soon, for the railroad has its grading and ma- 
soury nearly completed to Lincoln, and in a short time 
the whistle will be heard at the latter place. The 
grading is very easy nearly all the way. It is hard 
overestimativg the effect of this road on the country 
around it. We dare not prophesy. Farther east the 
road is not located. We understand there is a short- 
er and more feasible route. within striking distance of 
the thriving towns of Lee, Springfield and Carroll, 
than had been supposed. If so it will do much to- 
wards shortening the distance of the road over a poor 
country tothe line. It will bea great epoch in the 
history of this State when this road shall be running 
to New Brunswick. Every encouragement and all 
feasible aid should be furnished. Our own predic- 
tion, made three years ago that the various roads pro- 
jected in this part of the State would soon be built, 
is rapidly being fulfilled, and we as safely predict 
that the face of the whole country in this part of 
Maine will be rapidly changed for the better. 

Feeling too unwell to proceed further at present we 
took the stage for Lee, twelve miles from Lincoln, 
where we found a week of severe sickness in the fam- 
ily of a kind brother. As we look out of our window 
we see some of the largest and handsomest standard 
pear trees we have seen anywhere in Maine for many 
years. One is over thirty feet high, over a foot in 
diameter, with a top as handsome as if kept under a 
careful pruning-knife. It bore a heavy crop last year. 
He raised several barrels the last year. The frost did 
not kill grape-vines in his garden till the last night in 
September. If such pear trees can be raised in this 
vicinity their cultivation should be encouraged. We 
could not learn that they are subject to any of the 
diseases to which they are exposed in other places. * 

Lee is a quiet but thriving town. It has a pleasant 
village with a flourishing academy. Mr, J. M. True, 
the Preceptor, has one of the pleasantest situations in 
the county. He is the only preceptor in the State who 
has made teaching a profession and stuck to it. The 
students are of sterling worth. Near by the academy, 
which has been enlarged and repaired, though not 
compatible with it, is one of the finest horse trotting 
parks we have ever seen. It is a natural amphithea- 
tre, in the centre of which is a small.pond and around 
which is a circular bank so that a hundred thousand 
spectators might overlook the park without interfering 
with each other. The town was settled largely from 
Kennebec, Cumberland and Oxford counties. Hence 
we find the same family names and relatives almost 
everywhere. 





Tus Octoner Execrions.. On Tuesday of the pres- 
ent week elections for State officers and members of 
Congress were held in the States of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and Nebraska. From the imperfect re- 
turns received up to the time of going to press, we 
are only able to gather the following general results, 
which will probably in some respects be changed by 
later and fuller information. 

In Pennsylvania the indications are that the State 
has been carried by the republicans, electing seven- 
teen of the twenty-four Representatives to Congress, 
and a majority of the Legislature, The republican 
majority in the State is estimated at from 12,000 to 
15,000. The democrats have carried the city of Phil- 
adelphia by a majority of about 1,200, and made a 
gain of two Representatives to Congress. 

In Ohio, the republicans claim the State by from 
20,000 to 30,000. Thirteen Congressional districts 
have been carried by the republicans, and five by the 
democrats, one district doubtful, with the chances in 
favor of the democratic candidate. This will make a 
democratic gain of three members. 

Indiana is reported republican by @ majority of 7000 
to 10,000. The republicans carry eight Congressional 
districts and the democrats three. 

Nebraska shows republican gains, but the returns 
are not sufficient to justify any statement of the re- 
sult. 

P.S. Later dispatches state that the republicans 
have carried the city of Philadelphia by a majority of 
about 200, and the two republican Congressmen, 
Meyers and Taylor, supposed to have been defeated are 
elected. : 





Tus Grav Trunk. The Portland Advertiser says 
that fhe Railroad Commissioners have returned from 
an examination of the Grand Trunk Railway.

It is a well known law that when two metals come in 
contact in water one will become more rapidly oxdized 
than the other. Hence where joints are soldered, or 
where the lead is coated with-tin, if a break occurs, 
oxydation and cuntamination of the water is sure to 
take place. It must also be borne in mind that pure 
water acts upon lead more rapidly than what are gen-
